Abbott of Thornton, R. I., one of AniRr- 
ca'K leading whippet fanciers and gen- 
eral English sportlnpr men.

About IS months ago Mr. Abbott re- 


ceived a letler threatening his life and 
signed "Black Hand" white It also con- 
tained the usual representation of the 
skull and cross bones. Mr. Abbott 
looked upon the note as a joke and 
showed it to his friends, making light 
of it. Two days later, however, whiie 
relurninsr from Providence to Thornton 
he was set upon in the road anil bru- 
tally assaulted by a party of unknown 
men and loft by the roadside in an un- 
conscious 
condition. Ho 
was 
found 


lat>,-r!iy a passerby and was removed by 
the .Rhode Island hospital, where oil 
account of the brutality of his injuries 
his life was at first despaired of and 
he was an inmate of the hospital for 
four months before he could return to 


his home. He never recovered from the 
effects of the assault and his death was 
the ultimate result. No trace was ever 
found of his assailants. 


Mr. Abbott was 
proprietor 
of the 


"George and Drason" hotel at Thorn- 
ton and the Xew Kin? grounds, where 
monthly he held bis whippet handicaps. 
fie was the recognized authority of 
whippets and whippet racing in Amer- 
ica, and was the ofh'i'ial handicaper at 
all whippet races.

visitor to Lowell and had many friends 
in this city.
